The sheriff seized the doorkeep- 
er as he was attempting to lock 
the door of the gambling chamber, 
and walked in on the astonished 
dealers and players. 

Five men were arrested. They 
gave their names as James Smith, 
Ed McKay, George Hergers, Frank 
Gorman and George Harris. 

They were brought to the 
county jail at 2 o’clock Wednes- 
day morning. 

There were about ten players, 
men and women.

around to them. 

“We won't register,” said the 
sheriff, “we just want to make a 
trip to the third floor, and Mr. 
Brown here will see that there is 
no telephoning,” 

The coming -of the officers was 
a surprise to the doorkeeper, who 
later gave his name as George 
Harris. He attempted to turn the 
in the lock, but the sheriff 
was too fast for him. and blocked 
him. Harris is a distinguished 
appearing man of beyond middle 
vears. 

“I have a legal right to be em- 
ployed as a door-keeper. at a ‘char- 
tered club.”’ he declared. 

Inquiry®as to the whereabouts of 
a certain prominent gambler of 
Tijuana brought no response from 
any of the prisoners. 

Harris declared he was the “re- 
sponsible party.” 

The Arrowhead Lake Club, he 
declared, rented the quarters on 
the third floor, A. L. Richmond, 
under whose direction the lodge 
was built, is in no way responsible 
for the club or the operations, it 
was declared by Harris. Mr. Rich- 
mond is the owner of the world- 
famous Arlington Hotel at Santa 
Barbara. Mr. Richmond was at 
Lake Arrowhead, Harris said, but 
has never been in the club quar- 
ters.

REQUESTS INJUNCTION 


Accused of criminally libelling 
District Attorney George H. John- 
son in the Labor Journal last week 
by asserted defamatory inferences, 
John K. Tibbitts, editor of the 
paper, was arrested Wednesday af- 
ternoon on a complaint sworn to 
by the prosecutor. 

Accorded the courtesy of not 
being locked in the jail pending 
his arraignment an hour after his 
arrest, Mr. Tibbitts was released 
by Justice Jerome B. Kavanaugh 
of San Bernardino on $500 bail, 
furnished by N. L. Levering and 
J. G. McInerny. 

Tibbitts Says it is “Poppy-cock”’ 

Mr. Tibbitts was arrested at 
Third and F Streets, San Bernar- 
dino, by Sheriff Walter A. Shay 
and Deputy Sheriff Ernest Leffen. 
As he entered the county jail, the 
Labor Journal editor expressed 
his displeasure occassiored by the 
arrest. 

“This is just a plain piece of 
poppy-cock grandstand play,’ he 
declared, after Mr. Tibbitts said 
somewhat ibombastically that 
“things have just begun” and in- 
timated he would continue his at- 
tacks on the prosecutor, who an-

he was “tired” of having his char- 
acter and integrity not only as a 
public official but as a citizen as- 
sailed by the editor. 

The editorial on which the dis- 
trict attorney’s complaint was bas- 
ed appeared in last week’s issue 
of the Labor Journal. In the edi- 
torial, the editor discussed in an 
indirect style, the case in which 
two of the district attorney’s dry 
operatives were accused of ac- 
cepting a bribe from Trixie Gon- 
zales, an asserted bootlegger. 

Labor Journal Article Cited 

The editor, in the article, asks 
the questions: 

‘Did the district attorney fear 
to get those two men on the 
stand in their own defense? 

“Did the district attorney fear 
the testimony in prosecution of 
the two men who gathered his 
liquor prosecution gevidence? 

“Ghat was there in the back 
ground of this case that impresses 
one with its sinister presence when 
the bare facts of the case are 
cited?” 

The statements»are described in 
the complaint as a “malicious and 
defamatory libel, tending to im- 
peach the honesty, integrity, virtue 
and reputation of George H. John- 
son and thereby expose him to 
public hatred and ridicule.” 

“For six or seven months,” said 
the district attorney, after swear- 
ing to the complaint against the 
editor, “the Labor Journal has 
attacked my office and my per- 
sonal character. Their malicious 
personal attack in the last edi- 
tion of the paper I take as a 
direct effort to destroy my char- 
acter and make it appear that I 
had conspired with two operatives 
in my employ in destroying evi- 
dence in cases. I am tired of it.”

Forecasting that construction o 
the $31,000 bridge across the Big 
Bear Valley dam will begin within 
a few weeks, Frank L. oa 
San Francisco contractor, is 
San Bernardino purchasing sup- | 
plies for a camp that he will es- 
tablish im the valley. 

Although the contract for the 
pridge has not been officially 
awarded, Mr. Bryant was the low 
bidder on the structure when bids 
were Opened in San Francisco last 
week by District Engineer C. H. 
Sweetser, of the U. S. Bureau of 
Public Roads, and his bid was 
recommended to Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Wallace. Mr. Bryant 
was in conference with Acting 
County Surveyor J. P. Kemmerer 
and District Engineer E. Q. Sulli- 
van of the State Highway Com- 
mission yesterday. The bid of C. 
L. Robinson of Sherman, of $101,- 
477 for the highway projects was 
also recommended. 

Bridge is One of Three Jobs 

The bridge is one of the three 
projects included in the Deep 
Creek cut-off program for which 
the federal bureau will appropri- 
ate $135,000. It will be construct- 
ed across the Bear Valley dam, 
one of the most picturesque sites 
in the state. .The structure will be 
850 feet in length and of reinforc- 
ed concrete, and links the Deep 
Creek road with a highway to be 
built on the south side of the 
lake connecting the Bear Valley 
Boulevard. 

Engineer Sullivan of the high- 
way commission, is directing the 
| maintehance of the Deep Creek 
lr. from the crest into Bear Val- 

ley. Numerous slides have occur- 
| red on the road, the engineer said, 
but such obstacles are common, 
| particularly oh newly constructed 
bce dat roads, and require from 
| one to two years to check. 

Because of the work on the road 
and the heavy travel, a control 
will be established on Sundays 
and holidays along a_ three-mile 
district, where the road is rough. 
The road is safe for travel, how- 
ever, Mr. Sullivan said. 

When the two new links in the 
Deep Oreek project, on which bids 
were asked last week and con- 
tracts tentatively awarded, are 
completed, the U. 8S. Bureau of 
Public. Roads..will. take over the 
maintenance of the road for a 
| two-year period, Mr. Sullivan also 
announced.

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Latin-American Solidarity 


OT since their common fight for independence more than 

a century ago have the Latin-American republics felt, 

as they now do, that sentiment of solidarity upon which 

their life was founded. Their two representative heroes, 
Bolivar and San Martin, demonstrated that the independence 
of each of those republics was conditioned on the independency 
;of its neighbors. To have restricted their efforts to the libera- 
,tion of their native states would have been considered as 
narrow as if Washington had fought for the liberation merely 
of his native Virginia. The continental sentiment that has 
slumbered for a century amid hatred and fratricidal strife is 
again awakening. It is as if some obscure instinet was warn- 
{ing of a future in which thefe would be no independence un- 
less there was solidarity. The five countries comprising the 
former Great Colombia—Venezuela, Colombia, Ecuador, Peru 
and Bolivia—will celebrate this month the centennial of the 
battle of Ayaencho, vietory in which was for the natives the 








Leguia of Peru has been sounding the other republics as to 
the possibilities of renewing Bolivar’s negotiations at the con- 
gress of Panama for the unification of the five states into one 
confederation. Treaties covering boundary disputes, commer- 
cial concessions and navigation facilities may open the way 
to breader agreements.—New York Nation. 
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A Nation of Crack Shots 


ONG ago in the southwest, 300 Indians, under Cohise, 
L chief of the White Mountain Apaches, swooped down 

on a stagecoach. The seven white men in the stage 

were ‘‘dead shots.’’ For three days they ‘‘stood off”’ 
the 300 attackers. 

When the last of the seven had been killed, Cohise said: 
“Tf JT had 300 men like these whites, I’d rule the southwest 
against all comers.’’ 

A nation’s first line of defense is, not its navy or its army 
organization, but rather the ability of the people to shoot 
straight. 

In our country’s early wars, every settler was an expert 
with a rifle. Small wonder, they made such excellent soldiers 
without much training. 

They were crack shots because they used the rifle in every 
day life, protecting their homes against Indians and in hunt- 
ing game. 

Life has become easier. Few Americans ever use a rifle 
or pistol until a war breaks out and they get into the army. 

During the World War, several million Americans learned 
to handle rifles and sidearms aecurately. Now miost of them 
are out of practice. Others don’t even know how to load a 
modern rifle, let alone shoot. 


On the theory that a nation’s greatest defense is the ability 
of its citizens to shoot straight, the whole country should be 
interested in National Rifle Day, June 7.. At least 100,000 
Americans will participate in rifle teurnaments. v 

The number should be 100 times as big. 

You have only to consider Switzerland to appreciate the 
importance of widespread expertness with the rifle. Rifle 
shooting is the national sport of the Swiss. It is taught in 
the schools. There’s a military saying that every Swiss man 
is a sharp-shooter. 


That’s why Switzerland wasn’t invaded during the war. 
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Making A Child Behave 


SHREWD mother writes: ‘‘The best way to punish 
A children is to.make them punish themselves. My little 

boy, in a rage, grabbed a dish from the table and shat- 

tered it to fragments on the floor. Instead of spanking 
him, I made him smash the toy he loves best—a little horse 
that he hauled with a string.’’ 

This mother cruel? _By no means. In making her child 
take his own medicine, she probably affected a permanent 
cure. 

A lad in a western town had a ‘‘perfect mania’’ for throw- 
ing stones through windows. His mother spanked him. His 
father thrashed him. It did no good. He continued his ston- 
ing. Finally he landed in juvenile court. The judge heard 
the case and sentenced him to throw 2000 stones, under the eye 
of a policeman. 

At last report, the lad wouldn’t throw a stone for paty, 

We know another little boy who simply would not behave 
at the*table. Delighting in mischief and having a eruel streak 
in his makeup, he deliberately tormented his mother whom he 
knew to be nervous. Qne trick in his repertoire was tapping 
a water glass with a spoon. 

Punishment seemed only to make him worse. 

He was cured by making him eat his meals alone until he 
was willing to behave. 

The ineffectiveness of punishing youngsters is frequently 
due to the punishment being administered when the parent is 
in a rage. For instance, many a father gives his son a troun- 
cing that pa regrets when he cools off. His natural reaction 
is to atone—to ‘‘make up’’ by gifts such as candy or coins. 
This naturally neutralizes the corrective effect (if any) of a 
whipping. — 

Never punish a child when you are in auger. Think it 
over.. No matter how a parent punishes, he should chastise 
or penalize only when in complete control of his temper. 

More effective than any beating is to say to a boy: ‘‘If you 
do ‘so-and-so, you cannot go to the movies fora month. Now, 
it’s up to you. If you want to punish yourself, go ahead 
and be bad.”’

TRIOAREFREEDON 
BANDIT CHARGE 


After deliberating six hours, 
the jury in the Glen Raneh 
robbery case at 11:30 o’clock 
Tuesday night returned a ver- 
dict of not guilty for May 
Neeley, Claude Robbs and Paul 
Neja, who stood trial for the 
hold-up, which took place Feb. 
16, last. The tria was charged 
with planning and carrying 
out the robbery, in which A. 
V. Starks, proprietor of Glen 
Ranch resort grocery, was the 
victim. 

Immediately upon the return 
of the jury’s verdict acquiting 
the trio, Neja was re-arrested 
on a telegraphic warrant from 
Milwaukee. The prisoner is 
charged with forgery in that 
city, according to Sheriff W. 
A. Shay, who was asked by 
Chief of Police J. G. Louben- 
tiemer, as early as last April, 
to hold Neja for Milwaukee 
authorities in the event a con- 
viction was not obtained here. 
Sheriff Shay notified the Mil- 
waukee officer of the results 
of the trial and is now await- 
ing word as to whether extra- 
dition proceedings will be 
started to have Neja removed 
to that city. 

No ease in the superior court 
in recent years involved the 
technical issues that were en- 
countered when the state at- 
tempted to introduce a written 
confession of the girl that she 
drove the car in which Robbs 
and Neja went to the resort. 
In the confession, Miss Neeley 
said she heard her companions 
discuss the hold-up, named 
Robbs as the gunman and told 





to Los Angeles alone when 
Robbs fled on foot from the 
ranch. 
Confession Admitted 

Attorneys S. W. MeNabb 
and P. N. McCloskey, repre- 
senting the girl and her com- 
panions, objected strenuously 
to the introduction of the con- 
fession on the. grounds that 
it, according to law, could not 
be used as evidence against 
Neja and Robbs because it was 
not made in their presence. 
The reading of the confession 
the defense attorneys argued, 
would prejudice the jurors 
against Neja and Robbs_ be- 


structions that the confession 
was to be considered as evi- 
dence in Miss Neeley’s case 
alone. The three defendants 
were on trial jointly. 

Superior Judge Benjamin F. 
Warmer permitted the prose- 
cutors to read the confession, 
but frequently reminded the 
jurors that it should not be 
accepted as evidence against 
Neja and Robbs. Miss Neeley 
testified that she signed the 
confession on the promise of 
immunity and after she was 
told by detectives that Neja 
and Robbs had confessed. Her 
testimony evoked another legal 
issue, as a confession made un- 
der promise of immunity is 
inadmissable evidence. Three 
detectives, however, denied her 
testimony and the court re- 
ceived her confession.

That its citizenship is the great- 
est asset of a community and that 
parks, by appealing to the best 
in people, are an important fac- 
tor in the development of a bet- 
ter citizenship, was the declara- 
tion Tuesday afternoon of William 
T. Ferguson, city superintendent 
of parks of Redlands, in a talk 
before members of the Ontario 
Chamber of Commerce in forum 
luncheon session at the Hotpoint 
Club. 


Referring to the Garden of Eden 
as the first park, Mr. Ferguson 
emphasized the need of such 
beauty spots down through the 


ages, declaring them essential as | 


appealing,to the better and truer 
side of man. Mr. Ferguson told 
of Silvan Park, Redlands, and de- 
clared that through education of 
the people of his home city, it 
had come into very general use 
and enjoyment, with 300 to 1000 
persons enjoying picnic supper 
there each evening during the sum- 
mer months.

“Following advices from Arizona, 
they will admit oranges and lem- 
ons in carload shipments from any 
area in California, certified as free 
from foot and mouth disease by 
Federal representatives. Permit 
to be secured for such shipment 
in advance from Oscar Bartlett, 
state entomologist at Phoenix. A 
copy of the federal certificate and 
a copy of the permit issued by 
Bartlett must be attached to the 
way bill accompanying the ship- 
ment.”

tory, the Southern California Edi- 
son Company has filed with the 
Railroad Commission an applica- 
tion for authority to put into ef- 
fect an emergency increase in 
rates during the period of July 1, 
1924, to March 31, 1925. 

The company’s application cer- 
tifies that the cost of power pro- 
duction during this year will be 
$5,568,000 greater than the cost 
of producing an equivalent amount 
of power during an average water 
year. 

“The extreme dry season,” stat- 
ed R. H. Ballard, Vice-President 
and General Manager of the com- 
pany, “has necessitated placing in 
operation all of the steam plants 
of the company and making full 
use of interconnection with other 
companies’ steam generating 
plants. Work is also being rush- 
ed on an additional steam plant 
in Long Beach of 120,000 horse- 
power capacity, of which 26,000 
horsepower will be ready in July 
and the remainder of the plant by 
the end of this year. 

“This has provided the neces- 
sary power supply to meet the 
insistent demands of our consum- 
ers, which are greatly augmented 
due to the dry season. The ef- 
fect has been to increase our’ 
operating expenses from a total 
of $9,038,000 under normal con- 
ditions, to an actual expense for 
this year of $14,606,000. 

“On account of the $5,568,000 ex- 
cess production cost for this year, 
we are applying for a temporary 
increase in rates, which will pro- 
vide about $3,000,000 of this in- 
during the nine 
months period from July ist of 
this year to April 1st of next year, 
when another season’s water sup- 
ply will be available. Funds avail- 
able from our contingency reserve 
accumulated under orders of the 
Railroad Commission for this pur- 
pose will further serve to meet the
